REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
arguments, see pages 9-10, filed March 6, 2009, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. None of the cited prior art fairly teach or suggest the use of anvil as 
claimed in combination with other limitations set forth in claims 1 , 4, and 7. Although 
the '769 patent teaches the use of knife and anvil and Munn teach a retractable anvil, 
there is no motivation or suggestion to employ an anvil that functions as claimed (e.g., 
Munn) on the device of 769.
